there can be no sand in his sugar. And there is 
plenty of sugar in the man. His gentleness of dis- 
position is evidenced not only by the kindness of his 
eye, but by the softness of his speech. Withal a 
sturdy manhood impresses the fact that it is possible 
to be kind as well as strong—and successful. One of 
Mr. Stephens’s closest friends, who has observed 
him in yarious walks of life remarks, ‘‘He is the one 
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man in the city of whom every man speaks highly.” 
It is true; neither you nor I have ever heard any one 
““knock’’ William D. Stephens. And this is the more 
remarkable because his character 1s by no means 
negative and his position is conspicuous. Doubtless 
he would much prefer obscurity; certainly he would 
avoid the fame of distinction in this gallery of not- 
ables. But his many good works,—his hand always 
ready to the plow of public spirit—have won him a 
position in the heart of the commonwealth from 
which even his modesty cannot shrink. 

Mr. Stephens was born December 26, 1859, at Kat- 
on, Ohio. He is the son of Hon. Martin F. Stephens 
and attended school in Eaton, graduating in 1876. 
He studied law for a year with Judge John Camp- 
bell of Eaton. After his father had met with busi- 
ness reverses, he taught school for some three years. 
In the meantime he studied civil engineering, being 
his own teacher, and pursued engineering work in 
Ohio, Indiana and Louisiana. Coming to California 
in May, 1887, he practiced his profession for a year. 
He was married in 1891 and has one daughter. 

Mr. Stephens was chief engineer of a new railroad 
in San Francisco for some months. Returning to 
Los Angeles he entered the firm of M. A. Newmark 
& Co., where he remained for thirteen years. He 
then bought out half interest in the business of J. E. 


ark, 

Aside from his business he was member of the 
special committee that named the original non-parti- 
san Board of Education and also of the committee 
that named the Board of Puble Works. He is Major 
on the staff of Brig.-Gen. Wankowski; is vice-pres. 
ident of the Chamber of Commerce; vice-president 
of the Dollar Savings Bank; and a director of the 
Central Bank. He has been mentioned for many 
offices , but has never had any desire to enter polities, 
A staunch Republican in national affairs, it is differ. 
ent in municipal affairs and he votes for the man 
who he thinks will make the best officer, no matter 
what the party. He has given a great deal of time to 
the public, without any remuneration whatever, and 
is always willing to do more. 

In Masonry he is Grand Captain General of the 
Knights Templars of California, Past Commander of 
Los Angeles Commandery of Knights Templar; Past 
High Priest of Signet Chapter, Past Potentate of Al 
Malaikah. He has been delegate to the Imperial 
Shrine five times, and the last two times has been one 
of the special committee who succeeded in bringing 
the Shriners to Los Angeles. During the recent 
earthquake trouble in San Francisco he won the com- 
mendation of everyone by his capable work in reliev- 
ing distress.

A Much Discussed Nowvel 


FOGAZZARO'S 


The growth of the theological or religious romance 
is only part of that octopus-like advance of fietion 
which threatens every department of letters with im- 
partial intrusion. Signor Fogazzaro’s much-discuss- 
ed novel, being written by a professsing Roman Cath- 
olie, might well be supposed to share the characteris- 
ties of a type of novel with which we have become 
familiar in late years,—one in which a nominal] ad: 
herence to the tenets of that Communion is combin- 
ed with a strong personal bias in favor of those who 
stand outside it. For our own part, we confess that 
there is something repugnant in this attitude. ‘‘Fas 
est et ab hoste doceri’’ is a good maxim, but such crit- 
ieism as we have indicated, if it can hardly be de- 
scribed as that of a renegade or deserter, implies at 
least a desire to make the best of two worlds or of 
wo creeds. It resembles the denunciations of a 
nation by a denationalised citizen, and honest oppon- 
ents can never feel very proud of such an alive lo 
melude Signor Fogazzaro’s novel in this category 
would be most unjust, and it is only right to warn 
those who may not have read his story in Italian that, 
whatever may be thought of his discretion, there can 
benot doubt of his devotion to his Church or the sin- 
eerity of his desire to strengthen her position, Again, 
the placing of I] Santo on the Index has had the result 
of giving the book an advertisement which may well 
lead to misconception as to its true character. One of 
the very cheapest ways of attracting a public is to 
exploit the contrast between precept and practice at

terest, and that the honest skepticism of Jeanne Des- 
salle is likely to prove as insuperable a barrier to her 
union with Maironi as his abandonment of the world.

his abode in a neighboring valley, where his good 
works and saintliness win for him the repute of a mir- 
acle-worker, This power, be it noted, he strenuously 
disclaims, but his fame has gone abroad; pilgrim- 
ages are instituted; and once more he is outlawed by 
the high clerical authorities. Broken in health by his 
labor and privations, he makes his way to Rome, 
where his seeret preachines culminate in an inter- 
view with the Pope. His message meets with sym- 
pathy, and even agreement, but the Papal hierarchy 
once more proves too strong, and Maironi only es- 
capes persecution with his death. We have omitted 
in this bare outline all mention of the efforts made 
by Jeanne Dessalle to renew relations with Maironi,

Queer Spots in Parts 


By BEN 


Many of the gayest places in Paris are in the Quar- 
tier Latin—‘‘Latin Quarter.’’ This Latin Quarter 1s 
ou the left bank of the Seine; it occupies nearly one- 
third the area of the city, and contains more than 
one-third of the inhabitants. It is the home of the 
students from every country—more than twenty 
thousand in all, and most of them poor. Here are 
nearly all of the schools of art and of medicine, a 
number of museums, the Luxembourg gallery and 
gardens and the Pantheon—and every third house a 
drinking place or cafe. There are a quarter of a 
million men in the Latin Quarter ready to eat, drink, 
frolic or fight at the drop of a handkerchief, and the 
majority of them hope to make a living without too 
much mental or muscular waste. Seventeen thous- 
and out of the twenty thousand students wear their 
hair long, indulge in stimulants, sleep near roofs and 
eat at cheap cafés. Half of them can sing or play 
upon instruments, and all are merry, generous and 
gay. Some of them turn out eood pictures and ac- 
ceptable sculpture, but all turn out better fellows 


than work. Once in a while they turn out en masse 
and paint their part of the town red; and while the 
guards and police cenerally manage to keep these 
Bohemians from crossing any of the bridges, they 
cannot restrain them from breaking up chairs and 
tables and windows and of closing up the cafes. No 
one seems to object to these raids however. Not 
much damage is entailed, and no one is ever seriously 
hurt. Once in a while some fighting waiter 1s put to 
sleep by an athletic fist, and occasionally some daring 
student who would make of the Seine a Rubicon 1s 
taken to his lodgings hors du combat in a voiture. 
On the whole the student of the Latin Quarter is ad- 
mired by all who know him. He isa favorite with a 
majority of the girls who are studying in Paris, be- 
eause he assists them, praises them, and fights for 
them. ‘The guards and police are invariably his 
friends, and so are the newspapers, the church people 
the stage folk and all. 

One of the strangest places in Paris is its ‘‘ Museum 
of Religion’’ situated near the Trocadero, at a corner 
of the Avenue d’Jena. The majority of Frenchmen 
are Catholics. But a majority of these Catholics— 
the Catholic men of Paris, I mean—are either Free 
Thinkers or men who possess no remarkable depth 
of religious fervor or restraint. They attend church 
occasionally, they are married and buried under the 
auspices of their church, but they are not much af- 
fected by its influences. The writings of Voltaire,

Sue, Dumas, Hugo, Renan, Flammarion, and hosts of 
others, have forced other than ecclesiastical theories 
on the minds of the scholarly and intelligent, while 
the masses of the unthinking, or of the church-be- 
lieving class, will always be found among those m 
ease of an émeuté eager to be in at the assassination 
of the Archbishop. This ‘‘Museum of Religion”’ has 
an edifice in the Graeco-Roman style of architecture; 
and, with its pillared porticos, its rotunda, its ¢ol- 
umns, and its caryatides, looks lke an ancient 
temple. Indeed it was constructed after clesigns 
which were taken from mosaics discovered at Pom- 
peii. The religions of Greece and Rome are most 
strongly represented and in the northern gallery is 
an atrium containing the altar of a Pagan divinity 
copied from an original model, In the lateral galler- 
jes are objects appertaining to the religions of Egypt, 
India and China, and there are plants im the garden 
consecrated to religious uses. 

Do many visitors in Paris go to the ‘Temple?’ 
I do not mean to church, chapel, or synagogue: but 
to the Paris Temple, the temple of second hand eloth- 
ing, the Temple of the Rue de Temple, near the Place 
dela Republique? If you have never been there, it 1s 
worth a visit. Do not linger too long among the 1ror- 
columned clothes booths on the ground floor, at each 
of which the presiding angel—these angels range 
from 40 to 60 years of age and all bear dyed frisettes 
upon their Gracchian foreheads—will inform you 
that she is a widow with seventeen or twenty ehild- 
ren and that the clothes she sells are the only good 
ones in the place, also that all the other women there 
are thieves. Leave these angels of righteousness and 
victims of misrepresentation to themselves or 10 
other victims and go upstairs to the Carreau. AD 
entrance fee of one cent has to be paid at the door— 
‘to keep the place select’’ the official will tell you— 
and when you have paid your money and entered the 
sacred precinets you will feel as though you had 
dropped among the salvage from a fire with a pinen 
of Pandemonium dropped in. Clothes of every snape, 
of every age and stage and of every color are around 
you piled in stacks, or scattered on the floor. Here 
there is a wilderness of boots, with a one-legged ma 
whose left leg has been replaced by a wooden pe, 
falling a victim to the wiles of an old lady who, alter 
an hour’s gesticulation, is selling him g left foot pat 
ent leather shoe which, although it is much too large 
for him, will make him almost wish that he had joa 
his other foot as well.

Another great raft, comprising 9,000,000 feet of logs has 
been successfully towed from the Columbia river to San 
Francisco. For the sake of saving freight money the risk jg 
taken of wrecking such a raft and distributing the logs as 
a menace to navigation. 

Oakland claims an increase of 75,000 in its population 
since the San Francisco calamity. Probably the elaim js 
correct, as thirty additional letter carriers have been agsigu. 
ed for the city, to begin service August 1. The inerease jp 
population is largely temporary, of course, homeless San 
Franciscans being the chief element. 


An example of the discouragements met in the recon 
struction of San Francisco is seen in this instanee: f 
dry goods house which is providing temporary quarters on 
Van Ness avenne paid at the rate of $25 a day for car 
penters who worked last Sunday, including night work. 
Labor and building materials, as is said locally, are ‘‘out of 
sieht.’ ’ 

Northern lumbermen may ‘‘kill the goose that lavs the 
golden eggs.’’ They have advanced prices to such an er 
tent that the rate for lumber delivered at San Francisco is 
said to be nearly double, on grades most in demand, the 
fizures that ruled last winter. As a consequence, as reported 
from San Francisco, concrete is likely to supersede lumber 
in reconstruction wherever its use is practicable. 

A mysterious case of mislaid property is reported from 
San Francisco. Nine wagon loads of whisky, in transit from 
the United States storehouses to the Presidio, disappeared 
before reaching its destination. But San Francisco was 4 
dry town from April 18 to July 5. 


Local. 

The salient local question of the week, in official circles, 
relates to the possibility of making figures lie. The city 
auditor contends that financial ends meet as nicely as if 
they were dovetailed, but less expert figurers, apparently, 
contend that the niece adjustment is at the expense of tho 
city’s bond aecount. | 

Wide open saloons on Sunday in Los Angeles, by virtue 
of the demand of citizens in the distriet, is an astonishing 
innovation. By an affirmative vote of two-thirds in te 
Vernon district the Sunday saloon has become a Jocal 
stitution, and not only the people thereof but also the thirsty 
visitors from other parts of the city may have all the Sut 
day booze they ean earry ‘‘in their midst.’’ 

The demand for unskilled labor is so greatly in excess of 
the supply that some lines of work in T.os Angeles are sé 
iously hampered. Tt is thought that this condition results 
largely from the drain caused hy hi>h wages in San Frat 
cisco and on the line of Gould’s Western Pacific railway 
The demand for skilled labor, particularly in the building 
trades, also is unusually great here for the midsummer 
season. 

Southern Pacifie earnings now take second place in Te 
ports of American railways, the only leader being the gree 
Pennsylvania system.

to be saved, and their positions retained, they must 
succeed In again placing Pardee in the executive’s 
chair.

Some few desper- 
adoes went to the primary polls intending to east 
their ballots, but these were met by the Wanskowski 
militia men, in uniform, and some wearing skates, 
who replied to all questions ‘‘ We are the delegates.’’ 
It was the same at the convention. General Wan- 
skowsk1 solemnly marched into the hall and an- 
nounced, ‘‘I am the convention, after me, Pardee.’’ 


When the ballots had been counted and Pardee 
was finally officially as well as in his mind renomi- 
nated, he sent a royally worded message of congratu- 
lation to General Wankowski on what he termed 
the General’s ‘‘coup d’etat.”’ 


But (reneral Wankowski, not to be excelled in 
amability and graciousness, responded, ‘‘Sire! No, 
you dome too much honor. It was not a coup d’etat, 
but it was a coup de Piffle.’’

Amalgamation is farther away trom 
being effectual than at any time since the civil war. 

Has the distinguished bishop been south recently? 

If so, pray tell us what proportion of the colored pop- 
ulation is black, what mulatto; what proportion is 
quadroon or octoroon? If he has a pair of observing 
eyes he will be convinced that outside of the few 
large cities in the south, the proportion of negroes 
with any white blood at all in them, is exceedingly 
small. There are precious few mulattos in the South- 
ern cities, compared with the number of mulattos and 
other white- bloods in the northern cities. In fact 
there has been ten fold the amalgamation in the dis- 
trict north of the Ohio river and Mason and Dixon’s 
line, that there has been south. All over the country 
the full blooded negro cares little more for the half- 
easte than does the average white man for either. 


Turning to another phase of the question, amalga- 
mation will be prevented by the disinclination of the 
Germanic peoples to coalesce with an inferior race. 
The Latin people will mix with an inferior race, the 
English and the Germans and the Kelts and their de- 
scendants—never. Witness in proof of this the his- 
tory of the settlement of America. The French read- 
ily mingled with the natives of Canada; the Portu- 


-guese with the natives of what is now Brazil; the 


Spanish with the Indians from California and the 
Rio Grande clear to the southern end of Chile and tnv 
Argentine. But the Englishmen who settled most 
of the middle Atlantic coast, and the Swedes who 
settled Delaware, and the Dutch who settled New 
York, drove out the Indians first and then proceeded 
to commonwealth making. A few half breeds there 
were but these had the constitutional weakness of

any half-breed and they died—they and their chiid- 
ren or their children’s children. 

It has always seemed unfortunate to me that no 
systematic study of the death rate among people of 
mixed white and African blood has even been made, 
Originally I came to California from a city in which 
the negro and mixed population is proportionately 
large—so large in fact, that the negroes hold the 
balance of power politically if they choose to exert it 
and where negro teachers are actually employed to 
teach white schools; let alone negro children attend- 
ing any school they desir e. There isa very large pro- 
portion of mulattoes and still whiter negroes in the 
eity of which I write. In the course of affairs I be- 
came acquainted with many negroes and more mixed 
bloods. It has always scemed to me that the mulat- 
toes and negroes of other degrees of mixture were pe- 
culiarly subject to pulmonary diseases. Tuberculosis 
ran riot among them; an attack of pneumonia that a 
white man or a full blooded negro might resist, prov- 
ed easily fatal with a half caste. Their children died 
like flies. The mixed race, too, possessed less of cour- 
age, tenacity, adaptability to cireumstances, perse- 
verance, everything that goes to make life a success 
whether the skin be pure white or pure black. In 
Los Angeles we have less chance of observing these 
things for the colored population relatively, is not 
creat. But it has always seemed to me,that a system- 
atic study of the mixed race in such cities as Wash- 
ington and Baltimore, Columbus, Xenia, Cincinnati, 
Louisville and other cities where the mulatto popula- 
tion is large and the full blooded black population by 
no means small, would show that amalgamation will 
never be br ought about on account of.the high death 
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rate among the mixed race; and that under average 
conditions the white and the black races, unmixed, 
will outlast all the mulattoes that unfortuitous inter- 
mingling of the races can produce. 

So I am not alarmed at Bishop Hamilton’s pro- 
posed solution of the race problem. Rather I am in- 
elined to write him an ecclesiastical ass. 


Peck’s Bad Engines. 


There was an exhibition at Brighton Beach, Coney 
Island, recently, of an arranged collision between 
two locomotives. The spectacle drew a hundred 
thousand spectators and was all that could be desired 
in spectacular impressiveness. In ‘‘Tom’”’ Peek, 
general passenger agent of the Salt Lake railway, 
Los Angeles has the originator of this profitable 
manner of putting useless engines on the junk pile. 
It was back in 1896, in an Ohio town, that Peck de- 
vised the plan of rigging up two condemned locomo- 
tives In new paint and making them smash them- 
selves into scrap iron. He had all the population of 
that part of the State, at fifty cents per, on hand, 
and the engines collided.

Peek found he had both legs broken and a piece

And the people who are what Shakespeare, with 
his ever-fitting phrases, calls ‘‘tetehy and wayward,” 
are usually upset by what are really only the silliest 
trifles. Instead of dismissing these fancied egriev- 
ances at once from their minds, they brood and brood 
until the little molehill of comparatively justifiable 
resentment becomes magnified into a huge mountain 
of unjustifiable and bitter anger, and ‘‘mighty con- 
tests rise from trivial things,’’ and the breach is 
widened and widened until the erstwhile friendship 
is forever severed. 

It is one of the greatest evidences of a small mind 
to be always ready to feel hurt or shghted, and it 
would well behoove us to remember that many a 
time when we think a thing has been said or done on 
purpose to cause us offence, we have probably not 
at the moment heen in the offender’s mind at all. 

The person who is quiek to take offence can never 
really feel the deeper and truer pleasures of friend. 
ship. 

“The power of being in harmony with people 1s 
the exquisite result of high qnalities,’’? says Lilian 
Whiteing, and she adds, ‘‘Per contra, to be switt to 
discern the faults and follies of others does not ar- 
eue the possession of superiority ;’’ moreover, people 
should be judged by the wholeness of their conduct.

Consistency in Bridge 

Whenever two or three bridge players are gather- 
ed together one is sure to hear the question, ‘* What 
would have done with this hand?’’ The question, 
even when addressed to a recognised expert, 1s profit- 
less, No final answer is possible. Within reasonable 
limits declarations must always be a matter of tem- 
nerament. There is a well-known case where a hand 
which was submitted a few years ago to four of the 
nest players in London drew from each a different 
opinion as to what was the proper declaration One 
decided that it was a heart hand, another that dia- 
monds was the proper declaration, the third said he 
would have made ‘“no-trumps,’’ while the fourth 
was sure that it was a spade call. 

T held last week a hand which admitted of three 
perfectly legitimate declarations, viz., ace, queen, 
iknave. ten, and a small diamond, ace, queen, knave, 
ten of hearts, ace and three of clubs, and queen and 
five of spades. I made diamonds on the hand and we 
won a small slam, but my partner ragged me for not 
declaring ‘‘no-trumps,’’ while a well-known writer 
on bridge to whom I submitted the hand told me he 
would have declared hearts without any hesitation. 

No one can say that any one of these three declara- 
tions was absolutely right. With various distribu- 
tons of the cards the game might conceivably have 
have been lost with either hearts or no-trumps de 
elared; on the other hand, it may reasonably be urg- 
ed that to declare diamonds on such a hand was to 
court defeat by sheer cowardice. 

It must be remembered that every successiul 
bridge-player has a definite policy of his own ancl 
that his declarations are always based upon some 
fixed principle which he follows unswervingly. AS 
a general maxim it is unsafe.to declare hearts, hold- 
ing less than five with two honors, yet the finest play- 
er in London, Mr. Henry Lyne, never passes with a 
hand that contains four hearts with three or even 
two big honors and some outside strength. With a 
less skilful player than Mr. Lyne many of these 
hearts declarations would come to grief, and his ex- 
ample is not a safe one for the average player. 

In the same way Mr. Cecil Clay has acquired much 
fame from his successful declarations of exceeding 
light ‘“‘no-trumpers.’’ A certain percentage of these 
‘“no-trumpers,’’ of course, go wrong, but on the 
whole Mr, Clay has been marvelously sucecesstul with 
them partly owing to his brilliant method of playing 
them, but also owing to the consistency of his dec- 
larations. A player may find that light-heart calls 
or border-line ‘‘no-trumpers’’ are a paying policy, 
put to achieve this it is absolutely necessary that the 
pelicy must be continuous. To waver in bridge 
means certain ruin whether in the matter of the dee- 
laration or in the general play of the hand.

You may, however, find 
the queen twice guarded and regret that you did 
not finesse the knave. Repeated disappointments of 
this kind induce beginners to falter between taking 
the finesse and ‘‘going for the drop,’’ and as a rule 
this faltering means that they never succeed in cateh. 
ing the queen; they ‘‘go for the drop’’ when they 
ought to have finessed, and vice versa.

All-round consistency is the hall-mark of first-rate 
players. I know dozens of men and women who Just 
fall short of the highest class because their play is so 
variable. Consistently good play in bridge is largely 
a matter of health and nerves, and bridge unfortyn- 
ately, is played under conditions entirely adverse to 
good play. 


Dr, Carl Muck, who will conduct the Boston Sym. 
phony Orchestra next season, is in many respects a 
unique figure among the great orchestra*leaders o} 
the day, says the Boston correspondent of the Cour 
ler. His famous colleagues of the baton play the per- 
sonal note in all the twenty-four keys. With them 
personality is the ‘‘salt of the earth,’’ and most of 
them know how to impress their personality upon 
both orchestra and audience, they know how to im- 
print upon each work, each phrase, as it were, their 
own physiognomy, and they force everything to con- 
form to their individuality. Not.so with Muck! He 
puts his personality completely in the background 
and makes you forget that he has one. He is prob- 
ably the most objective of living conductors, as he 
is also the most modest, and the most averse to per- 
sonal exploitation. That explains how he could be 
one of the leading conductors of the Berlin Royal 
Opera for the past twelve years without attracting 
in any marked degree the attention of the outside 
world. It remained for the announcement of the 
Boston engagement to bring him into the limelight of 
publicity. So far as the technic of conducting, 
knowledge of the score, and the control of the whole 
musical apparatus go, Muek has few equals. His 
ear 1s extraordinarily acute, and he takes delight in 
hringing out every little detail of the printed page. 
He is a born eynie; he is, in fact, much too eritical, 
and for that reason lacks imagination. Muck is the 
opposite of Nikisch. The latter has fantasy and po- 
etry in an unequalled degree, and he paints on his 
orchestral canvas pietures of glowing colors. Bat 
he is too big for details, is often lacking in rhythmic- 
al precision, and frequently does not beat time at all. 
Nikisch gives practically his whole attention to the 
spirit of the law. Mnek lays great stress on the let- 
ter of the law; he has the rhythmical] precision of the 
metronome, and the men are never at a loss as to his 
heat. He sees and hears everything, but because 
of his lack of imagination and poetry, and the per- 
sonal note that appeals to the masses, he cannot 
arouse an audience to such a pitch of enthusiasm as 
Nikiseh. Muck analyzes a composition with the cool

On the Stage and Off 





In estimating the causes of the success or non-suc- 
cess of a theatrical production it is rarely taken into 
account that the size of a playhouse has often a great 
deal to do with the popular appreciation of the work 
presented upon its boards. An enormous stage and 
an auditorium of huge seating capacity, while admir- 
ably suited for spectacle, grand opera and melo- 
drama, are a great detriment to light comedy, farce 
and any sort of entertainment which requires the 
actor to be in close touch with his audience. The 
light jest, the half aside, and the play upon words, 
are all ruined if they have to be shouted, and if given 
in the correct and natural manner three-fourths of 
the audience fail to understand what is going on. 
This may partly explain the failure to attract paying 
houses during the recent production of that partic- 
ular brand of extravaganza known as the ‘‘ Weber & 
Fields’’ variety, at the Mason Opera House. In New 
York these inane productions were immensely pop- 
ular, but we have not the immense floating popula- 
tion of that city and it may be that the public soon 
surfeited of a succession of pieces which, although 
put on under different names, were practically the 
same. Certainly the failure has not been due to any 
parsimony in the mounting, or inadequacy of the 
performers. The company has been large, the cos- 
tumes, if scanty, yet gorgeous, the company com- 
petent and well drilled, and nothing apparently 
wanting to ensure suecess. Yet the public stayed 
away. 


People with the best intentions sometimes make 
mistakes and theatrical managers, of usually sound 
judgement are not exempt from error. But it is hard 
+9 understand the process of reasoning by which the 
Belasco Theater management concluded that ‘‘ Lost 
Twenty-four Hours’’ would give satisfaction to its 
particular clientele. The farce is not entirely new 
here. It was played about eight years ago for two 
nights (Saturday and Sunday) at the Los Angeles 
Theater, so its character is well known to the pro- 
fession. ‘'Coarseness is its prevailing tone. The 
leading man acts the part of a debauchee and is re- 
quired to exhibit the physical agonies of a man re- 
eovering from a condition of helpless intoxication. 
The fair Amelia Gardner tries unsuccessfully to play 
the role of courtesan and blackmailer. She 1s cos- 
tumed in black—appropriate enough—and essays to 
drink cocktails in quick suecession, but it is dispirit- 
ino to see an actress of this lady’s acknowledged 
ability in a role so far removed from her sphere of 
action and in so trashy a concoction. On the open- 
ing night the actors made matters worse by not 
knowing their lines. 

The vogue of the ‘‘literary matinee’ does not 
nromise to last as long as was expected. Already the 
advertised two matinées of ‘‘Romeo and Juliet’ have 
been eut down to one, a course probably suggested 
by the failure of the second performance of ‘‘Gio- 
conda’’ to draw. It must he remembered that these 
matinées are extras and are not supposed to inter- 
fere with the regular ones. The stock houses each 
oive two afternoon performances a week and if im 
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addition two more are added, making eleven per- 
formances a week, it is too much of a tax upon 
theater patrons, particularly when the thermometer

is so ‘‘altitudinous.’’ 

A mild Shakespearean epidemic is threatened in 
the revival of ‘‘Romeo and Juliet’? by Manager Mo- 
rosco for one week at the Burbank and a perform- 
ance of the same play at a matinée at the Belasco 
with Mr. Mestayer and Miss Crawley in the principal 
roles. Miss Crawley’s Juliet has been seen and dis- 
cussed in this city and it will be interesting to com- 
pare her performance with that of Blanche Hall, 
whose tiny figure will be seen in contrast with the 
stalwart proportions of Mace Greenleaf, who plays 
Romeo. 

Mr. Morosco is entitled to warm recognition for 
thus bringing a Shakespearean play before an au- 
dience that otherwise might not be made acquainted 
with its beauties.

The band was heard in one of the Slavonic 
danees of Dvorak, the last movement of Tschaikow.- 
sky’s ‘Pathetique’ symphony, the second rhapsody 
of Liszt, an arrangement of one of Rubinstein’s piano 
works, also one of Paderewski’s minuets, the ‘ Funer. 
al March’ of Chopin, and T'schaikowsky’s * Caprice 
Italien.’ All these pieces were played by the band 
with admirable quality of tone, and with an enthusi- 
asm which added not a little to the effect of the per. 
formance. Signor Decimo, who plays the clarionet 
very well indeed, contributed an air and variations 
(in which he was accompanied on the piano by Mr. 
Ellery), so much to the taste of the audience that he 
was compelled to satisfy their demand for more by 
playing Moszkowski’s ‘Serenade’ as an additional 
number. 

“The conductor of the Ellery Band is Signor Fe 
rullo, than whom no more strenuous interpreter of the 
masters has been seen by the writer. That his style 
of directing is not that which would be employed by 
Mott] or sanctioned by Richter is nothing to its det- 
riment. It is, after all, an absurd tyranny which 
insists that a time beater shall bring his stick down, 
instead of wp, on the first beat of the bar, and Signor 
Ferullo deserves the gratitude of all people for his 
courage in defying so inept a tradition. And, since 
he gets results—for the Ellery Band plays most un- 
commonly well—there can be no reason why Signor 
Ferullo should not continue on the path which he 1s 
now treading, unheedful of the eritical attitude of 
envious detractors.’’

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In ‘‘Music and Musicians’’ by E. A. Baughan, late- 
ly published by John Lane, the author condemns 
unbridled emotion in the auditor as well as in the 
performer. Personally, he has never felt asphyxiat- 
ed by the emotional appeal of music, and he defends 
his attitude on the ground that the emotion of all 
art is artistic make-believe. ‘‘It does not, and should 
not, arouse the precise emotion which the same thing 
in real life arouses, and it is only inferior art that 
attempts to do so, either psychologically or objective- 
ly. The emotion of the great composers is intellec- 
tualised before it reaches us.’’ Hence there is at 
least something to be said in favor of the University 
musician who, according to the writer, modified the 
human side of Brahms until it was intellectualised. 
But it is when Mr. Baughan comes to deal with the 
leading representatives of modern music on its erea- 
tive side that his unconscious testimony to the forces 
that make for sanity and restraint is most striking. 
Here for example, is his deliberate verdict on Rich- 
ard Strauss at the close of a chapter entitled ‘(The 
Parting of the Ways’’:— 

“One must look to Richard Strauss as the expon- 
ent of the music of the future. His works have form 
it is absurd to say they have not; but though it is 
a form which does bear some kind of relationship to 
the older forms, it is almost entirely dictated by 
psychological impulses. The danger in the future 
seems to me to be that music is so vaguely infinite an 
art that it runs the risk of becoming the master and 
not the servant of mankind. The Richard Strausses 
of the world may create a monster which they will 
not be able to control. 
powers leads to insanity ; music should not become an 
emotional stimulant only.”’ 

Even more severe is his condemnation of Tschaik- 
ovsky. He finds the ‘‘Pathetic’”’ symphony sincere 
and human, but ‘‘its humanity and sincerity pall on 
one.......... The whole symphony, with its bursts 
of commonplace, with its military and ballroom at- 
mosphere, is the expression of an ordinary man— 
touching it may be, but also cloying, enervating, peg; 
simism-breeding.’’ In another chapter he dwells on 
the insanity, the morbid sentiment, and excessive 
and theatrical emotion of modern music,—qualities 
which are ‘‘surely strangling’ its growth. His ad- 
miration for Sir Edward Elgar—who certainly can- 
not be classed among the academies—is largely tem- 
pered with dissatisfaction. He finds the sentiment of 
both ‘‘Gerontius’? and ‘‘The Apostles’’ almost 
erovelling in its anguish of remorse, and unmanly 
in its hysterical prostration. The music 1s condition- 
ed by ‘‘an anaemic sentimentality,”’ which makes 
Mr, Baughan, ‘‘ without having strong feelings in the 
matter yearn for the breezy faith of a Martin Luth- 
er.”? Lastly, on the subject of Wagner, Mr. Baughan 
carries his criticism to lengths that ten years ago 
would have been pronounced obscurantist. For ex- 
ample, he finds much exaggeration in the Wagner 
music even when Ternina sings it.

able to hold up the necessary improvements. It js 
a hard thing to say, but it is true that in city and 
county affairs the long pole of self-interest knoeks 
the persimmon every time. If the politicians think 
the auto element necessary to success, the auto ele- 
ment will be in a position to bring about road bet- 
terments; if not the politicians will think it better 
policy to give a lot of perpetual office holders, polit- 
ical workers, good billets in the courthouse and in the 
eity hall rather than provide good roads ‘‘for a par 
cel of rich bloods.”’

More than four million dollars’ worth of automo- 
hiles were brought into the United States during the

fiseal year ending with the last week in June, and 
more than three million dollars’ worth were exported 
during the same time. Figures of our foreign com- 
merce in automobiles show the value of automobiles 
imported in the eleven months ending with May to 
have been $3,502,244, and of parts thereof, $378,389, 
while exports thereof during the same months 
amounted to $2,957,748. It is apparent, therefore, 
that the figures for the full fiscal: year which ended 
with June will show more than four million dollars’ 
worth of automobiles and parts thereof imported, 
and more than three million dollars’ worth exported, 
Meantime the manufacture of automobiles in the 
United States has amounted to presumably more 
than twenty-six millions of dollars, since the Bureau 
of the Census has recently issued a preliminary state- 
juent which shows the value of the automobiles man- 
ufactured in the United States in 1905 at $26,645,064. 
This figure ineludes amounts received for custom 
work and repairing and value of products other than 
automobiles: but as it does not include automobiles, 
valued at $879,205, manufactured in establishments 
engaged primarily in the manufacture of other pro- 
duets it may probably be safely set down that the 
value of automobiles produced in the United States 
approximates twenty-six millions of dollars and the 
imports four millions, and that out of this total of 
thirty million dollars there was exported about three 
nullion dollars worth.

A certain person once, desiring to be thought very 
tomy, delivered himself of the remark, “‘An old 
maid’s children are always well brought up,’’ and 
ever since then the interference of the spinster In 
nursery affairs has been the subject of jeers and 
sneers, writes A. Spinster in M. A. P. As if the ab- 
golutely unbiased outsider cannot see more clearly 
than one who is the very slave of affection what 1s 
nest for the child! This is not assuming that if old 
maids could be mothers they would spoil their chil- 
dren less than those who are married—certainly not. 
L for example, who understand exactly how the 
young idea ought to be taught to shoot, feel perfect- 
ly convinced that I should have been an idiotic, dot- 
ing, spoiling mother. I know quite well that, rather 
than hear my child ery, I should have given it any 
mortal thing it desired; but this does not make me 
the less severe upon the folly of spoiling children— 
not a whit. Theoretically I should have been an 
admirable, a Spartan mother, and my theories are 
so elevated on this subject that I feel it my duty to 
give parents the benefit of them. 


Having dilated at some length upon the training 
up of husbands in the way they should go, I may 
fitly continue by a few suggestions as to the mould- 
ing of sons with a view to making them good fellows, 
a matter upon which most parents seem to have ex- 
tremely hazy notions. When they have introduced 
the boy into this world, they immediately begin to 
look upon him as something flattering to themselves, 
and, to further this, train him up ‘‘to be a credit to 
them.’’ Their way—I deal with the majority, not 
the exceptions—of doing this is simple enough. He 
is to be crammed with book-learning from his earli- 
est infaney, to pass examinations, over the heads of 
other striving boys, and to push his way through 
the crowd to giddy heights of success in something 
or other—polities, art, or business. The over-exer- 
cise of the little brain, hardly more than plastic pulp, 
at five or six years old, usually makes the child 
delicate. and this leads naturally to spoiling. He is 
given rich dainties to eat, because his appetite is not 
robust: he is allowed to sit up late becanse he does- 
n't sleep well, and sitting up is supposed to make 
him sleepy! In short, he is indulged in every pos- 
sible wavy but one—he must never be allowed to ne- 
gleet his lessons. They are of paramount import- 
ance, over his health, his moral culture, his manners 
—evervthing. Let him grow up an egotist, a prig, 
a dyspeptic: so long as he adds a string of letters 
to his name. or makes a mark in the market, what 
does anvthing matter? 

Now it seems to a poor childless spinster that the 
making of a man should be done on entirely differ- 
ent lines. TI will not amuse a scoffing and unsympa- 
thetic world with a description of my son. as he 
should have been if I had had him; but I will frankly 
and holdly assert my opinion that the man who is 
beine turned out at present is a huge and unmiti- 
gated mistake! He takes studies by the score, but 
what good are they to him? For every one of him 
that gets a post through them, there are hundreds 
who are thrown out, and more than half of these 
have not the physique, or will-power, or general 
stamina to overcome their disappointment and get 
on.
